V.E.C. CRACK DOWN 

Eleven hams in Puerto Rico face the possible revocation of their 
licenses because of FCC charges that they were involved in testing 
fraud. On May 3rd, the government issued ‘‘Show Cause, 
Suspension and Designation’”’ orders in which it names several 
volunteer examiners as the nucleus of a group which assisted 
family members, friends and acquaintances to fraudulently obtain 
ham radio licenses. Also charged with obtaining licenses by 
fraudulent means are several candidates allegedly ‘‘tested’’ by the 
suspect V.E.’s. 

The license revocation proceedings come after a year-long 
investigation into charges that many hams in Puerto Rico were 
securing their licenses by fraud. The FCC’s first action to clear the 
air was to temporarily halt all testing in Puerto Rico and the 
Caribbean for several weeks while directing the VEC’s serving the 
region to recertify only those volunteer examiners in whom they 
had total trust. That action took place last year and both the ARRL 
and W5YI VEC operations cooperated fully with the FCC in that 
initial clean-up operation and reportedly in the ensuing in- 
vestigation. The amateur licenses of each of those named were 
automatically suspended on May 28th, unless a written request for 
a hearing on the charges was filed by one of the accused prior to 
then. 

The FCC noted that it became suspicious of the possibility of 
license fraud when it saw a huge upward spiral in the census of 
hams residing in Puerto Rico. At the time, the average national 
growth of amateur operators was about 3.5% while in Puerto Rico it 
had exceeded 50%. 

It is believed that this is only the first round of FCC regulatory 
enforcement that will take place in this United States Common- 
wealth in the wake of the allegations that mass cheating has oc- 
curred in the V.E. Program there. Other names will probably be 
added to the list, and in addition to losing their amateur licenses, 
those involved in the license fraud scam could also face criminal 
prosecution. At press time, it is unknown if the government is 
proceeding with that type of action.

REPEATER PHONE LINE COST REDUCTION 
— DOES A POSSIBILITY EXIST?

Most definitely, the matter of obtaining residential rates for 
amateur radio repeater phone patch lines is by no means a dead 
issue. 

Where did this idea begin? 

Southwestern Bell Telephone amended their criteria for 
classifying the type of service charges (commercial vs. residen- 
tial) for ham radio repeater phone patch lines. If an amateur radio 
repeater meets the adopted guidelines Southwestern Bell must 
charge the residential rate which is about half the higher com- 
mercial rate. This action came about through the efforts of several 
groups and persons in Texas trying to get what they felt was the 
fair and proper rate. 

Paul Gilbert, KE5ZW of Snyder, Texas, cited on behalf of his 
repeater, FCC Rule 97.110 prohibiting business communications. 
Paul argued that since the amateur radio service could not conduct 
business, the FCC rules superseded Bell Telephone guidelines there 
by qualifying his repeater for the R-1 rate. After much discussion 
with a Bell manager the manager agreed to research the matter 
and would contact him in a few days. Stressing that each amateur 
radio use would be determined on an individual basis, Bell adopted 
these guidelines: 
¢ Amateur Radio Use Only 
¢ No Advertising 
¢ No Business Function Performed 
¢ Not Located in a Public Place 

If this criteria was met the residential rate could be obtained. 
The cost of operating an amateur radio repeater is not cheap and 
when a chance to save some money comes along it is well ap- 
preciated. This victory once again strengthens amateur radio’s 
stance that it is for non-commercial emergency use and that 
federal regulations are a tool against unfair local rules and 
charges. 

The method to use in obtaining a detailed outline of how this 
action began appeared in the January 1988 issue of ‘‘Advanced

Speaking ot the 
QFN history, I have been a little slow for the past month. This job isn’t the easiest thing in 
the world to get written since so much of the information is lacking. I got real di ted 
that this has happened for there is no way to go back and pick up the info to make the 
history reliable. y 

Speaking of reliability, this is the subject that I am going to discuss. I find in writing 
the history that so many of the people who are in the directorship of QFN Net at some time 
or other will talk about reliability to its net members. Oftentimes it manifests itself in the 
net manager getting completely and absolutely fed up with the members, and actually 
blessing us out. Then there is the net manager who tries to ingratiate himself with the net, 
and tell us how great we are and that they know we can do a lot better. Then there is the 
manager who takes the attitude that this is our net and if we wish to foul it up by not 
showing up, or not sending reports in, etc., well we got what we put in and that is it. 

In writing the history, I find that net managers at one time or another take at least one 
attitude, but more often assume all three of the attitudes. So in fact I have become quite 
philosophical over these attitudes, and with this beginning, I would like to discuss the 
philosophy of being a QFN Net member of some experience.

Reliability in a net of this magnitude is probably the most important attitude one can 
have. Reliability means that you have accepted the responsibility of your job, what ever it 
is, and in turn have made a commitment to always try your best to be a functioning 
member of the net for that job that you were given. 

When a reliable person is given a job in the business world he either does his job, or is 
replaced. Reliability, then is the same as being there when needed. I sometimes look at 
the history and wonder to myself how this person could have assumed the responsibility, 
but in turn failed to perform. I wonder what this has done to the personality, or to the 
trustworthiness of the person involved; or what this has done to the integrity or truth- 
fulness of the persons. 

Can they be relied on? Do you do the entire job, or part of it; do you get substitutes? To 
call names will provide nothing. I look at ‘Florida Skip’’ for information, but none is 
there, and I realize that someone has not done their job. Throughout the entire history I 
find things missing or lacking because someone was not reliable. Does it make a dif- 
ference? Of course it does, for reliability is a character trait that is demonstrated in 
whatever job you do. 

So QFN members, lets make a pledge to ourselves that whatever job we are given in 
the net, let’s dor our best.

THE N.T.S. PACKET MESSAGE ¢ PART TWO 
By Al Vesce, KACY 

Last month, we described the NTS Packet message as being 
composed of two parts, the inner core and the outer shell. The inner 
core was the ARRL Communications Department format from 
“‘NR”’ to ‘“‘AR.”’ The inner core should not be tinkered with. Why? 
Because as all other traffic may jump from one net to another for 
relay and from one mode to another for that relay, so may a packet 
message be removed for onward relay by voice, CW, or RTTY nets. 
That format should be inviolate to ensure the message parts are all 
there and relay can be accomplished without confusion. 

The outer shell (required by packet automatic forwarding 
programs) is composed of the first two lines and the last line. Last 
month we described how the first line was composed based on the 
two questions: ‘‘Do we have the zip code?”’ and “‘Is this message 
going in-state or out-of-state?” 

The second line is called either the ‘‘Subject”’ or the ‘“‘Title”’ line. 
It is “QTC CITY STATE and TELEPHONE NUMBER.” Lets 
assume the message is going to ARRL headquarters in Newington, 
Connecticut and the telephone number is (203) 666-1541. The second 
line would be ‘(QTC NEWINGTON CT 203 666 1541.’’ Note that the 


-city is spelled out and the two-letter designator for the state or 


Canadian Province is used followed by the telephone number 
(without dashes please). IF the telephone number is not known, the 
line would read either ‘(QTC NEWINGTON CT” or “QTC NEW- 
INGTON CT (NO FONE).’’ I prefer the latter. 

Finally, the last line of the outer shell. This consists of a 
carriage return, a CONTROL Z and another carriage return. This 
is called a delimiter and is the END-OF-MESSAGE function which 
the PBBS Program will recognize as the end of this message. If 
your computer does not have a CONTROL Z, another delimiter is 
available, this would be carriage return, slant bar, the letters 
“EX,” and another carriage return and would look like this on its 
own line: ““EX.’’ When this is sent nothing follows. You should 
wait for a prompt from the PBBS (that prompt signals your 
message is complete and stored for the next forwarding cycle). 

Next month, a review of NTS Packet message formatting in- 
cluding samples of all four type formats when answered the two 
questions: zip code available? and in-state or out-of-state?

Multiplier is the total of 
states (49 max.), provinces (12 max.), and DX countries up to 27 
actually worked. Maximum multiplier is 88. Out of state count two 
points per QSO with each Florida station. Multiplier is the total 
number of different Florida counties worked (67 max.). The score 
is the product of Q80 points and multiplier. Florida Class A 
stations ONLY multiply final score by 1.5 to obtain total score. 


Certificates on phone and CW will be awarded for the top 
single operator score in each state, province and DX country. 
Certificates on CW will be awarded for the top Novice score in 
each state. Also the top scorer in each Florida county will be 
awarded a certificate. Multi operator winners will receive 
certificates as activity justifies. There will be three plaques

The summary sheet must contain 
claimed score, Florida county or State, number of Qsos, 
multiplier total, station call sign, entry class, power source 
for Class A entries and complete address. The name of the Florida 
club for which aggregate total credit is being assigned must also 
be on the summary sheet. A signed declaration that rules and 
regulations have been observed must also be included. A sample

The Seattle, Washington Office of the Federal Communications

FLORIDA’S PACKET CONNECTION 
TO CALIFORNIA AND ILLINOIS 
By Tom Kneisel, KA4GFG-NE1U 

Packeteers in South and Central Florida have been connecting 
regularly to the California and Illinois packet networks. From any 
one of the NET/ROM nodes between Stuart and Homestead or over 
to Naples you can connect to the Florida gateway node MIAFLA 
and then on to Sunnyvale, California or Chicago, Illinois. 

The gateway nodes are being linked together via a low cost data 
service from Telenet ¢alled P.C. Pursuit. All NET/ROM nodes 
have two ports. One is a built-in modem for modulating the radio 
and the other is an RS-232 port for tying several NET/ROM’s 
together at a multi-node site. In this case, the RS-232 port is tied to a 
1200 bps telephone modem for connection to Telenet. The Motorola 
Amateur Radio Club in Plantation, Florida is sponsoring the ac- 
tivity. KING from Chicago and N4CHV from Sunnyvale are on the 
other ends of the links. 

WB6KGB and KY6V (from Homestead, Florida) enjoy dxing the 
distant networks. They have been able to connect from Chicago up 
into Wisconsin and over into Ohio. From California they have 
worked up to Seattle and even Canada. They have used the ‘“‘worm- 
hole’ link to come completely back across the country from 
California to Maryland and then work down the East Coast to North 
Carolina. Perhaps by the time you read this they will have com- 
pleted a loop from Florida to California to Maryland then down the 
East Coast back to Florida! 

Some Floridians have worked the link in reverse. K4NTA from 
Stuart was able to stay in touch with us while on a business trip to 
San Francisco and K4GFG was able to contact Florida while on 
vacation from Urbana, Illinois. 

To use the gateway, first connect to your local NET/ROM node 
and then ask it to connect to MIAFLA. Since MIAFLA is on the 220 
MHz backbone you cannot contact it directly on 2m but your local 
2m node can connect you to it. Once into MIAFLA, check the node 
listings using the ‘‘N’”’ command. You will see familiar Florida 
listings such as WPB3, HWD, etc., plus one or two other listings 
such as CHGO or SVALE1 or SVALE2. The CHGO, SVALE1 and 
SVALE2 entries are not placed in the MIAFLA node table until the 
link is made so you will know when to begin linking across. Ask 
MIAFLA to connect you to one of those and you zip across the 
gateway into Illinois or California! All gateway nodes are V1.3 
NET/ROM so you may elect to call C.Q. at the remote gateway or 
else ask it for its node listings and route your way to a destination 
farther from it. 

The current operating schedule for the linking is from 9:00 to 
10:30 p.m. EDT. On Saturday and Sunday a link is made to 
California and on Monday and Tuesday to Chicago. MIAFLA is off 
the air at other times of the week. Telenet’s P.C. Pursuit uses a 
limited number of dial-out modems in the distant cities so one may 
not always be available right at 9:00 p.m. If the link is started late it 
is usually left open past 10:30 to compensate. 

The schedule and node mnemonics are subject to change so 
check your local BBS for the lastest details. Happy dxing.

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SPACE EDUCATION NETWORK 
By Carl S. Zelich, AA4MI 
PART THREE OF A SERIES 

Last month we presented ‘‘what’’ the worldwide Space 
Education Network (SEN) will provide. This month we will look at 
“‘how”’ it will be accomplished. 

THE NETWORK 

AMSAT is expecting to launch its Phase-III spacecraft (Phase 
III-C) during the June 1-8 time frame. A successful launch will 
allow the spacecraft to become operational after several months of 
ground control testing. The Phase III satellites are long-lived and 
sophisticated. Placed in highly elliptical orbits, they spend many 
hours of each of two orbits per day continuously visible to the 
northern hemisphere. 

The Phase III-C carries three transponders which may be used 
for the SEN. The first transponder to be activated will be the mode 
J,L transponder. It translates a band of 2m and 23cm amateur 
bands (uplink) to the 70cm amateur band (downlink). This mode 
J,L transponder is likely to be used most often for SEN. 

The mode J,L transponder is a linear transponder that works 
most efficiently with the C.W. or SSB modes. This transponder can 
support several tens of SSB conversations at once. SSB may be 
used to transmit voice or any other modulation format that uses 
audio frequencies and results in a signal that is no wider than a 
voice signal. Within current amateur radio practice is a technique 
called Slow-Scan Television (SSTV). It can transmit a still picture, 
in color, with about the resolution of standard T.V. Some sessions of 
the SEN will also include SSTV pictures to agument the voice 
bulletins and tutorials. Packet or digital (computer to computer) 
communications are also supported by this transponder. Software 
and other written data can be sent conveniently via packet radio at 
1200 baud. 

The Phase III-C spacecraft will make approximately two orbits 
per day. This means that there will be two apogees per day. The 
SEN will be in session on each apogee. Apogee times are chosen 
because they are both the time of maximum radio coverage and 
minimum apparent motion of the spacecraft. This means that an 
antenna could be pointed at the predicted heading for that apogee 
and tracking could be avoided. Also, the doppler shift at apogee 
time is very small and changing very slowly which means that 
receiver tuning is practically eliminated. 

The full potential of the SEN will be realized with interactive 
communications between the presenter of the bulletin material and 
the member stations. Interactive communications with the 
coverage of the spacecraft is a very powerful tool. As noted earlier, 
there are already a number of stations equipped for this type of 
interactive communications. As part of the public service aspect of 
amateur radio many of these stations will be available to share the 
enthusiasm of the SEN. The involvement of different modes of 
amateur communication such as OSCAR and SSTV will expose 
those who currently operate only one of these modes to another 
facet of amateur radio. 

To help get the SEN going, volunteers are needed to help 
prepare script material and produce pre-recorded audio segments 
for transmission.

POLISHING BRASS e PART III

A lone, grizzled first class radioman, with hash marks to his 
elbows, wearing headphones and holding a cup of java was on 
watch. He gave me that ‘“‘what has happened to the Navy”’ look. I 
was half his weight, half his age and a chief. His snatching of the 
message from my hand reminded me of a grizzly catching salmon. 

On the way down river as the towers appeared I just tapped the 
key on 500, I hoped it burned his ears. 

One year while lounging on the fan-tail, I read the blinking mast- 
head lights on a destroyer a mile across Newport Bay. They asked 
if I was on board. I went to the bridge, lifted the lid on a small box 
and acknowledged the call on the straight key. I was asked to go get 
my bug. I did, and for five minutes we talked across the harbour. I 
have often wondered how many Navy Signalmen could read it. 

I ceremony always looked forward to is the Admiral’s in- 
spection. In preparing for that I worked on the solid brass radio- 
room hatch cover like I owned it. It was a bright yellow mirror. 

The Admiral, trailed by a smirking little yeoman with his note 
pad, stepped into the radio room while we stood at attention and 
beamed proudly, and ran his white gloved hand along the 
typewriter keys. He backed out, the yeoman making marks on his 
pad. I hope it ruined his gloves. 

Flag radiomen were always a little stuck up. We had a hand in 
the maneuvering of the squadron. There was a buzzer system to the 
bridge and a tactical signal was sent to the squadron and then a 
signal of execution, you heid down the key and pushed the buzzer. 
In that way all ships received the order and executed at the same 
time. It was inspiring sight to see the ships strung. out port or 
starboard or drop back in line all having answered your signals. 

Firing was done with the four-inch rifles, small by modern 
standards but still necessitating unscrewing all the light bulbs 


| beforehand. On one trip the first shot cut the target tow rope, un- 


fortunately closer to the tower than the towed. Cease fire was sent 
out three ways, blinker, flags and radio in about as many seconds. 
Usually good scores were since the firing and pointing was 
simulated in the armories 52 times a year. 

On a speed run off Owls Head Light Maine we once came upon a 
dramatic scene. Wallowing in the water was a yacht with a cluster 
of people on the stern all clad in life jackets. It turned out they were 
only out of gas. There was a 55-gallon drum of gas on board, the fuel 
used in the Captain’s gig. They were given the gas and offered as 
payment a a hundred dollar bill. There wasn’t change for a hundred 
dollar bill on the ship. As we moved away I swear I heard those 
Yankees snicker. 

Once on an intended Havana trip we were shunted around to 
the beautiful harbor at Guantanamo Bay because of civil unrest. 
Since the Cuban sailor carried the same sidearm, wore the same 
rating badges and uniform of American sailors, it was decided that 
we not get a chance to mingle. 

We were invited to lunch at the Naval Radio Station and made a 
trip to Guantanamo City on a narrow gauge railway with almost as 
much lateral as forward movement. There was a chance to pur- 
chase various fowls since at every stop they were tossed into the 
windows by arm-waving vendors. Armed Cuban soldiers were in 
each car, they were nicer than they are now.

The following episodes are 
through the courtesy of Eleanore A. (Nicky) Moore, 
KA4OIT/AFA2HT Central/South America phone patch manager. 

Most of you probably remember the bombing in Beirut several 
years ago. The injured Marines were flown to a military hospital in 
Germany for treatment. One of the USAF MARS stations set up 
shop in the hospital and with the help of stateside USAF MARS 
phone patch patch operators made many families happy with a 
personal contact with their loved ones. As you might guess most of 
these contacts were emotion-packed. One of the most touching 
occurred when a patch was being run for a young Marine to his 
mother. The mother’s line was busy. The MARS operator informed 
the long distance operator of the nature of the call and to please 
break in. It was discovered later that the busy line was the mother 
receiving word that her son had not made it. Needless to say the 
direct contact with mother and son was quite emotional. 

Immediately following the Mexican earthquake one of the first 
emergency nets on the air was a USAF MARS net. USAF MARS 
phone patch operators were requested to operate on the ‘‘Ham” 
emergency nets using amateur calls. The training, operational 
procedures and net discipline made it possible to handle traffic 
more efficiently. At a time like this speed and accuracy are of 
utmost importance. Some of the USAF MARS phone patch 
operators received letters of commendation from a grateful! 
Mexican government for providing valuable communications 
during their terrible tragedy. 

As we’ve heard before, there are good times and not so good 
time. The good times just shine a little brighter.

The net is undergoing the summer let-down with fewer check- 
ins. We trust all those who are away will enjoy vacationing. Those 
of us who stay home might well use some of our time to check over 
our antennas. Sun spots are improving and the coming fall season 
should be great for ham radio. 

For those of you who aren’t on 75 because there’s no room on 
your property for a half-wave antenna, try a quarter-wave sloper. 
It need only be affixed to a metal tower or pole 15 feet or higher at 
the feed point and the far end attached to some convenient tie-point. 

In other words a sloper doesn’t really have to slope! Just trim 
the far end to the spot in the band you favor . . . start with about 65 
feet. This will work F.B. on 75 and enable you to join the oldest 
running phone net on the air. The sarae trick will work for 40 
meters, with an overall length of 33 feet or so. 

You mobile home folks might try that . . . with the feed point just 
below your television antenna that is usually supported by a metal 
pole. Of course, anything you can do to improve the ground, like 
adding one or more ground stakes, will enhance operation. 

Compliments to our net officials who do a great job running the 
net and keeping track of birthdays, anniversaries and the state of 
members health.

Computer Controls ACC Notes.”’ On the local level Randy Davis, 
WA20MT, on behalf of the South Florida F.M. Association sought 
and obtained the necessary information which provided a basis of 
approach toward addressing this problem with Southern Bell 
Telephone Company. On April 20, 1988, I began discussions with 
Southern Bell and found them to be aware of these efforts on a 
national level. 

On this same date I filed on behalf of the South Florida F.M. 
Association a request for reclassification of our associations 
repeater phone lines. At that time Southern Bell representatives 
commented that Georgia, Florida and South Carolina tariffs did not 
allow application of the residence rate for this type of request. 
However when my letter was received it would be forwarded to the 
Tariffs Division of Southern Bell in Atlanta, Georgia, for review 
and determination and that in light of what was taking place tariff 
changes could be expected within six months. Southern Bell 
requested that my letter include the following information. 

e The telephone number to be reviewed; 

The service address; 

The location of the phone line; and 

e The location of the repeater and the repeaters location in rela- 
tion to the phone line. 

In addition to the information requested by Southern Bell I was 
careful to point out that with technical matters the applications can 
vary greatly. I would strongly urge that all amateur radio repeater 
owners and operators draft a letter on your stationery to include 
the above mentioned information and send this letter to your 
telephone company area manager and request review for deter- 
mination of reclassification. 

On June 13, 1988 in discussions with Southern Bell represen- 
tatives I was informed that meetings to address this action had 
already taken place and would continue. And whereas adoption of 
guidelines and a change in tariffs was to have taken place in six 
months that time would now be cut short by two months due to the 
number of letters the telephone companys has received from in- 
terested amateur radio groups and persons. 

It is now a matter of time, most likey 30 to 60 days before the 
guidelines and new tariffs will appear and the position of Southern 
Bell appears to be favorable. The savings to the amateur radio 
community will be far-reaching. The efforts behind this action on a 
national and local level is a prime example of what can be ac- 
complished when amateurs join together in a community to work 
toward a common goal. 

In the most sincere interest and dedication to advancing the art 
of amateur radio the South Florida F.M. Association, Inc. is proud 
to bea part of this action. 

As Southern Bell Telephone adopts guidelines and tariff changes 
are effected, updates to this article will appear in future issues of
